MORE COMPLICATIONS IN TAB 
MDUFFEE SCHEME, 


A Warrant Out for kugene Riggin— 
Gouncilman Hamphreys's Partner 
and His Little Dispatch—One of 
the McDuffees Talks About 
Riggin. 


The Cora Belle goid mine swindle has 
not yet been settled, and from present indi- 
cations there are likely to be some rich de- 
velopments before the affairs of the concern 
are finaily wound up. Yesterday KE. A. 
MeDuffee called at the Times office and 
Said thatas there was a disposition on the 
part of some of the stockholders to make 
‘himself and his brother scapegoats for the 
sins of the others, he asked the privilege of 
giving his side of the affair, saying that he 
also victimized. McDuffee said 
that the claim was located by D. C. Hum- 
phreys and O. B. Jenkins, who came to his 
office on the 14th day of last June to see 
whether he could not be induced to buy in 
aru develop the property, they telling him 
that they had 7 rich thing. He had 


goin. Johnson said that he would send 
his uncle, a practical miner, to look over 
the property as an expert, and on the 16th 
of June he went out to the place. with 
Messts. Johnson, Jenkins and Humphreys. 
Hecould not say whether the mine had 
been “‘saited’”’ or not, but at any rate they 
found a great deal of mineral, enough to 
make them think that there was millions in 
it. Johnson and the original owners could 
not agree on the price, and he and his 
brother then took a one-fourth interest, 
one-eighth each. On the Ist of July he said

It was resoived to forma stock 
company, and in August, they incorcorpor- 
ated, with Riggin president, his brother as 
secretary, and himself as superintendent. 
Belore this was done, however, McLuttes 
said that Riggin insisted on having a three- 
eighths interest, and to accommodate him, 
he and his brother each let him have a six- 
teenth of their holding. for which he gave 
themalot, The capital stock was 500,000, 
divided into w3v,000 shares of #19 
each, of which amount Riggin held 
9000 shares, E. A. McDutfee 2500, C. S. Me- 
Dutfee 2500, D. C. Humphreys 5000, besides 
several small stockholders. Almost imme- 
diately Mumphreys began to unload, and 
disposed of the greater part of his stock, 
receiving about $600" worth of property, and 
there was anctherdeal on foot to sell John 
Llumphbreys, Riggin’s partner, $3090 worth 
of stock, when be (McDuffee) sent word to 
that gentleman by Mr. Lucas, telling him 
not to buy. Neither he nor his brother had 
disposed of a share of stock. but about three 
mouths ago Rud & Heilig, the mil! men, 
came up to the mine, and, after investi- 
gating the matter, offered him and his 
partner a alf interest in a_ patent 
dirt-crusher, which tney owned, which 
they accepted, only retaining 10 shares 
each, so that they could continue as direct- 
ors. .

Posimasicr, Newhall, Cal.: Send 
my letters back here to 20 South Spring 
street. EK. A. McDUFFEE.’ 

“The sant messaze aforesaid was sent 
from the city of Los Angeles to the said 
town of Newhall, as aforesaid, through the 
office of the Western Urton Terezraph

The date of the document was something 
of a surprise, as, from the manner in which 
the information was given, it was supposed 
that it was sworn out yesterday. The clerk 
of the court stated that a warrant had been 
issued for the arrest of Rigvin, and had 
been given to Deputy Constable Ruiz to 
serve, but that it had not vet been returned, 
Just what the next step in the affair will be 
is not known, but it is claimed that com- 
plaints against other parties will foliow, 

It was also jearnedthat an effort was be- 
ing made to have the attachment on the 
mine raised, so that work could be resumed.

A VERY QUEER DIVORCE CASE 
GRANTBD. 


Mrs. Brown and Her Husband's 


Changed Hands So Suddenty—A 
‘Little Bit of Intersting History. 


In Judge 0’ Melveny’s court, yesterday, 
Minnie Brown was granted a divorce from 
her husband, John A. Brown, on the ground 
of cruelty, etc. Mrs. Brown, in her com- 
plaint, alleges that her husband used her 
shamefully, beat her and called her vile 
name, even when she was enciente. He 
would have intervals of contrition and be 
very sweet and repentant, but was naturally 
jealous, and soon weuld be at his old tricks 
again.

STATESMAN JACOBS 


Forges Justice Austin’s Name and 
Is Locked Up. 

Louis T. Jacobs, a saddie-colored darky 
who has been posing for some time past as 
a great politician of the Demogratic persua 
sion, has come to grief. Jacobs was a can- 
~tidate for janitor of the City Hall last year, 
when@Iuddlestone, a very respectable col- 
ored man, was elected to the place, and 
ever since his defeat he has been very Sore 
against his ‘successful competitor. He has 
never been able to conquer his ambition to 
wield the broom and clean the spittoons in 
the service of the city, andin his efforts to 
accomplish his purpose he has suc- 
ceeded in breaking into jail, ‘Thursday 
evening a note was handed Chief Benedict 
inclosed in a Herald envelope and Written 
on what is technically called “copy” paper. 
It was a complaint against the janitor, Say- 
ing that he did not do his work satisfac- 
torily, and painting out wherein he was de- 
ficient, and was signed “Austin, Judge. 
The Chief handed the letter over to Capt. 
Loomis and it was shown to Justice Austin 
the next morning, who promptiy denounced 
it as aforgery. “lhe Judge was very indig- 
nant over the liberty that had been taken 
with his name, and asked the Chief to look 
the matter up, that the offender might. be 
punished, The case was turned over 
to Detective: Marsh, and inquiry at 
the Herald office brought out the 
fact that Jacobs had stepped _ into 
the business office of that paper Thursday 
afternoon and written a note on the paper 
lying on the counter, after which he asked 
for an envelope, which was given bim. As 
this sort of thing’is done frequently, noth- 
ing was thought of it atthe time. This 
satisfied the Chief that Jacobs was the man, 
but to be sure of it, he got the festive 
Louis into his office, and by a little artifice 
succeeded in getting a specimen of his 
writing, which, on comparison, settled thie 
matter beyond dispute, and Jacobs was ig- 
nominiously thrown into a dungeon cell. 
Later a warrant was sworn out against him 
before Justice King, charging him with 
forgery, and he was transferred to the 
County Jail. His case will come up be- 
fore Justice King this morning, when he 
will be given an opportunity to explain the 
matter. Another order was also stuck up 
on the courtroom door, it tp to be 
signed by Justice Austin, of the same tenor, 
ot which Jacobs is also the author.

It is learned at the Depart- 
ment of State that the case of the briz 
Josefa against the Spanish Government for 
indignities, etc., alleged to have been im- 
posed by the customs officers.of Porto Rico 
has been under investigation since July, 
1887, and since thattime the State Depart-

the vessel... The Spanish law against 
smuggling has a provision that if a vessel 
comes intoa Spanish port with less cargo 
on board than her manifests hoids, she will 
be liable to a fine of $200 for every package 
missing. ‘his ship’s manifest mentioned 
20 packages of curn starch that could not be 
iound, aud a fine of #4000 was accordingly 
levied on her. itis customary to remit the 
fine if reasunable excuse can be given, but 
in this case the missing packages could not 
by any explanation be accounted for. One 
defense was advanced that the goods had 
been put by mistake on the bark Josephus 
which lay next to the Josefa in New York 
but the department, upon investigation of 
the case, learned that the Josephus had no 
corn stareii ou buard on that trip, and did 
not lay next to the Josefa in ee In 
the correspondence the officers of the Josefa 
-adinitted ‘that: the mistake amay bave been 
caused by careless receipting for goods. In 
view of the failure of the ship to explain 
the absence of the packages, the depart- 
ment could see no ground on which to base

WASHINGLON NOTES 


rhe Cruiser Charleston—Land Claims 
Hej -cted, Kte. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 23.—[By the. Asso- 
ciated Press.| Irving M. Scott, president 
‘of the Union Iron Work of San Francisco, 
wasatthe Navy Department today in con- 
ference with the different bureau offerers in 
regard to the conditions under which the 
steam trial trip of the cruiser Charleston 
shall be conducted. The acceptance of the 
vessel by the Governinent will depend upon 
the successof this trial. Scott said that 


the vessel will be ready for the test in about 


six weeks. The Charleston is the first ves- 
sel of the new navy constructed on the Pa- 
cifie Coast, and unusual interest is mani- 
fested by naval officers in regard to her 
speed and construction. 

Commissioner Stockslager of the General 
Land Office bas rejected theclaim of the 
State of Coloradofor Jands selected by the 
State as indemnity for losses from school 
grants, by reason of school sections that 
are included in the Indian reservation se- 
lections, which are embraced in certain lists 
transmitied to the Commissioner from the 
ioeal offices at Pueblo, Leadviile and Glen- 
wood Springs, Colv., and cover 377,195 acres 
of land. The ground of rejection is that 
the lands were al! selected in one body, 
which is not in conformity with the act of 
March 3, 1875, admitting Colorado into the 
Union. This act provides. that lands se- 
jected as indemnity for loss of granted 
school sections shall be “as contiguous as 
may be to the land jest.” The rejected se- 
lections will be subject to settlement and 
entry. 

An excellent portrait in oil of Hon. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, general manager of the 
Associated Press, was today presented to 
the Washington correspondents by its 
painter, C. T. Webber, the well-known art- 
ist of Cincinnati. The portrait is much ad- 
mired, and will be hungin the House press- 

allery, among those of other eminent 
scurnalists. 

The Naval Cummission appointed by 
Secretary Whitney to select a site for the 
new mavy-yard on the Pacific Coast pro- 
vided for by Congress at the last session, 
will leave for San Francisco tomorrow 
morning. The committee has practically 
deeided to locate the yard on Puget Sound, 
and a site near Seattle, Wasb., will, it is 
likely, be selected. 

It is stated positively at the Department 
of State that no demand for indemnity has 
been made in the case of the steamer Hay- 
tian Republic. Morse, the owner of the 
vessel, recently requested Secretary Bayard 
to demand 8250,000 indemnity. The Secre- 
tary informed him there was no need of 
haste. ‘The question of damage can best be 
determined aiter the vessel has arrived at 
New York, where she is due in a few days. 


THE HISTORIANS. 


Proceedings of the American Asso- 
ciation at Weshington. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| At the morning session of 
the American Historical Association, Wil- 
lard Clark Fisher, a Fellow in Cornel! Uni- 
versity, read a paper on “American Trade 
Regulations Before 1789." Charles WN. 
Morris of Berkeley Divinity School read a 
paper on “History of Internzl Improve- 

ments in Ohio.” 

Prof. Brown Goode, assistant secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institute, read a paper 
upon “The Use and Limitationsof Histori- 
cal Museums.” He said that the boundary 
line between the library and museum is 
neither straight nor plain. The library is 
inost useful to the educated, the museum to 
the educated and uneducated alike, to the 
masses aS well as to the few, andisa power- 
ful stimulaut of intellectual activity in 
either class. The museum of today is no 
longer achance assemblage of curiosities, 
but rather of objects seiected with reference 
to their value to investigators or their pos- 
sibilities for public enlargement. “I'he 
museum of the future,” said the speaker, 
‘“may be made one of the chief agencies of 
higher civilization. 1 hope the tite will 
come when every town will have both its 
public museum and its public library, each 
with a staff of competent men, mutuaily 
helpful and contributing largely to the in- 
tellectual life of the oountry.” : 

Several interesting papers ‘were read at 
the closing session this evening. Officers 
of the association for the coming year were 
elected as follows: President, Charles Ken- 
dall Adams; vice-president, John Day; 
second vice-president, William W. Henry;

Paris, Dec. 28.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| Prado, the murderer of Marie 
Auguetant, his mistress, was guillotined 
this morning in Place de la Rouquette. 
He preserved his calm demeanor to the 
last, and refused to confess. He declined 
the,services of a chaplain. An immense 
crowd collected outside the prison last 
night and remained until Prado had been 
executed, The rabble spent the time in 
singing comic songs and amusing them- 
selves in boisterous ways. 

_ Prado slept until 6 o’clock. He protested 
innocence of the murder of Marie Auguetant 
to the last, and declared against the injus- 
tice of this world. He refused to disciose 
his real When the jailors came to 
pinion his limbs he offered no resistance, 
While they were engaged in this operation 
he shed one tear. The sight of the guillo- 
tine seemed to hypnotize him. 

His death was witnessed by 200 artis 
newspaper men, actors, lawyers an 
politicians, who possessed influence suf- 
ficient to obtain admission within the 
sentry lines to the Place de la Rouquette. 
In 50 secunds from his appearance at the 
prison gate, his bleeding head Jay in the 
basket. ln front of the gates of the prison, 


where the execution took place, were fuunda © 


group of men, among whom were seen sey- 
eral of the most distinguished men in 
France. Neara line of trees on the upper 
side of the path stood Mounet Sully of the 
Comedie Francaise, Near him Armand 
Sylvestre and Henri Rochefort.

Prado, in walking from the prison to the 
guillotine, showed no — of fear. His 
urns were tightly pinioned behind his back.

His apparel 
seemingly consisted of a heavy woolen un- 
dershirt and dark trousers. The shirt had 
been roughly cut away from about the neck 
and shoulders in front. The guillotine 
board stood upright to a height of five feet. 

As Prado neared the board the most dread- 
ful series of incidents followed each other 
with the rapidity of lightning. The treinbling 
abbe stepped apart. Four burly men, dressed 
in blouses of blue and white striped ma- 
terial, who had not been seen before, sprang 
forward, seized the condemne@ man, hurled

him onward against the board, flung 


themselves upon him, and by their beth 
bore the struggling victim face downwa 
to the iow platform that the board worked 
on with swivel and rollers. In an instant 
it had been wheeled forward until Prado’s 
neck was under the glistening knife. Dieb- 
ler, who bad stood like a man of stone at 
the right of the guillotine during all this 
terrible scene, now reached forward and 
fixed the wooden collar over the back of the 
prisoner’s neck. Then the knife was sprung 
and the keen steel struck the neck as it 
might have collided with a rubber car spring. 
It went through, and the head of Prado lay 
among the shavings beyoud.

The annual banquet of the Mas- 
sachusetts Tariff Reform League took place 
at the Hotel) Vendome this evening. The 
principal guest of the evening was Secretary 
of the Treasury Fairchild. Hon, W. F. 
Russell presided, and in his opening speech 
said that the gathering was not one of in- 
terested capitalists to rejoice over a political 
victory, but a gathering in the interest of 
the propagation of a great political-economic 
reform. <A letter was then read from Presi- 
dent Cleveland as follows: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, 

| WASHINGTON, Dec, 24. 

Messrs. Sherman, Hoar and. Others, 
Commiitee—GENTLEMEN: 1 am exceed- 
ingly sorry that I cannot be present at the 
annual dinner of the Massachusetts Tariff 
Reform League on the 2Sth inst. This is 
not merely a formal and common expression 
of regret.

should enjoy the members of your

liness. I know, too, that{it would be profit- 
able and advanteyeous to be even fora 
brief period within the inspiring influence 


“Of the atmosphere surrounding patrivtic 


and unselfish men banded together in the 
interests. of their feilow-countryinen and 
devoted tothe work ot tariff reform. This 
reform appears to me to be as tar reaching 
in its purposes as the destiny of our coun- 
try, and as broad in its beneficence as the 
welfare of our entire people. It is because 
the efforts. of its advocates are not dis- 
credited by any sordid. motives that they 
are able boidly and confidently to attack 
the strongholds of selfishness and greed. 
Our institutions were constructed in purity 
of purpose and love for humanity. Their 
operation is adjusted to the touch of na- 
tional virtue and patriotism, and their re- 
sults under such guidance must be the 
prosperity and happiness of our people; 
and so long as the advocates of tariff re- 
form appreciate the sentiments in which our 
institutions had their origin, so long as they 
apprehend the forces’ which alone can 
uide their operation, so long as they 
n spirit of true patriotism are consecrated 
to the service of their country, temporary 
defeat brings no _ discouregement.

SECRETARY FAIRCHILD’S SPEECH. 

The President’s health was then drunk 
standing. Secretary Fairchild was then in- 
troduced, ‘and in the course of his speech 
said:. 

*The election has by no means decided 
the question of taritf and tariff reform. The 
record of the late canvass brings high hopes 
for the future. We lost only in those places 
where mind was dominated by passion, 
where partisanship and blind prejudice of 
race and section overcame benevolence and 
love for awhole country. The tariff should 
be settled and removed forever from the 
domain of polities, for it not only disturbs 
business, but prevents the simple purpose 
of universal beneficence, for which alone 
our Government is titted. It converts our 
legislative halls into scenes of barter be- 
tween conflicting interests where wrangles 
over means to enabie nen to get more and 
still more mouey from our citizens become 
the chief characteristics of the people’s 
How can this question be 
settled? <A statementof the principles of 
modern protective tariff shows that it can 
be settled. It could even be embodied in 


the Constitution. We have but to 
that articles which can 
produced or made in this 


country shall be imported, or that they shall 
be subjected to a duty of say 1000 per cent. 
ad valurem. This would settle the question 
and remove it forever from politics. ‘This 
settlement, however, can only be had after 
the principle involved has been held naked 
fore the people aud approved by an over- 
whelming majority. This question has not 
‘an been so presented to the people, and the 
lame forits non-presentment rests with 
those business men and manufacturers who 
will now complain that your agitation 
tends to disturb that which for their inter- 
est oughtto be settled. We are told that 
this modern tariff idéa is popular in some 
Southern States, and that the party which 
advocates it will soon be strengthened by 
their support. This may or may not be 
true. If any of those States can be gained, 
after argument fairly made, it must be re- 
membered that many a northern man must 
be released for broader thought, and that 
the exchange thus made may be tothe ad- 
vantage of the great cause we call our 
own.

rather than be forced to accept harder 
terms kereafter. So far, the _ senti- 
ment is in favor of a reduction 
of taxation, and if it does not continue to 
be so, the responsibility will rest ge on 
those who unreasonabiy oppose it. They 
alone can stop the agitation or confine it 
within reasonable bounds by propel conces- 
sions to the demands of the people. The 
résult of the contest in which we are en- 
faced is notin the least duubdtful, and un- 
ess the evils of which we complain are 
reinoved, which is not at all probable, the 
*gitation should right on with increased 
vigor and force until public judgment and 
couscience refuse to justify or condone 
them. Nothing has yet occurred to weaken 
our faith in the justice of our cause or to 
abate our confidence in its gitimate success.

A MIGHTY HOKE. 


McAuliffe Easily Downed by 
Jackson. 


The Colored Champion Too Much for 


the Californian. 


Twenty-four Rounds Required to De- 
\ cide the Contest. 


McAul.ff- Takes Ris Punishment Good-natured s— 
The Fighting Generally in Favor ef the 
Australian from the Start—The Vic- 
tor Fresh at the Finish, 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 

SAN Francisco, Dec, 28.—!By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The long-talked of fight be- 
tween Joe McAuliffe of San Francisco, 
champion heavy-weight of the Pacific 
Coast, and Peter Jackson, the colored 
champion from Australia, took place at 
the gynasium ot the California Athietic 
Club tonight. Interest was intensified from 
a belief that Jackson was more evenly 
matched with McAuliffe than any man 
whom the latter had met of late, and also 
from the fact that the California Athletic 


| Club had backed the winner of this match 


to fight any man in tha world, a purse of 
$6000 having been put up for that purpose. 
Betting has been brisk during the week, 
McAuiiffe being the fav: rite. The latter 
tipped the beam at 220 pounds, while Jack- 
son weizhed alittle over 200. McAuiiffe stood 
6 teet 31g inches, Jackson 6 feet 14¢ inches. 
Jacksou had a little advantoge iu reach. 
Hirain Cook was referee. Barney Farley 
and Jue Bowers were McAuiitfe’s seconds. 
Sam Fitzpatrick and ‘tom Meadows took 
care.of Jackson. 

Time was called at 9:25, and the men 
were greeted with great enthusiasm. 

First round—The men sparred cautiously 
at first. when McAuliffe led off with his 
right and caught Jackson lightly on the 
ear. This was followed by an intercuange 
of sharp biows. McAuliffe made several 
heavy lunges and got in a good one on 
Jackson’s neck, which the latter countered. 

Seeond round—McAuliffe led with his 
lett, but fell suort. Jackson returned with 
his right and caught McAuliffe well in the 
breast. Some hot in-fighting and several 
clinches followed. Jackson next struck 
McAulitre on the ear and caused blood to 
flow. The round was geveratiy in Jack- 
son’s favor. 

Seventh round—The men retained the 
utmost good humer, and would smile every 
tine an advantage was gained by either. In 
this round McAuliffe got in a swinging 


blow on Jackson’s chin, which tne latter | 


returned, 

Eighth round—The men opened lively. 
Jackson caught McAuliffe in the wind 
twice, and was apparently directing his 
blows to that spot. Jackson continued to 
force his adversary around the ring, and 
had by far the best of the round. 

‘Nioth round—Jackson had the bess of the 
fight so far. He continued to drive. his 
right at McAuliffe’s head, but the blows 
were light. 

Tenth round—Jackson again forced the 
fighting and pounded McAuliffe several 
times in the face. ‘The latter returned them 
and caught Jackson in the neck, which 
caused the colored man to slip to the floor. 

Eleventh round—McAuiitie’s eyes were 
beginning to puff up slightly, and his ear 
was still bleeding. Jackson appeared none 
the worse. , 

Twelfth round—Both nen were evitiently 
getting a little tired, and hardiy a pass was 
made by either throughout the round. 
'Lhirteeuth round—A_ repetition of the 


last. 

Fourteenth round—Jackson cauglit Me- 
Auliffe lightly on the chin, and again in the 
throat, the latter knocking him against the 
ropes. 

ifteenth round—Jackson forced’ the 
fighting, and pounded McAuliffe on the 

s,and gave him one hard one on the 
nose, which he followed up with several 
others. 

Eighteenth round—Jackson gave Mce- 
Aulitfe a terrific one in the ribs, which sent 
him lightly tothe floor. When he arose, 
Jackson forced him to a corner, and 
pounded him on the head unmercifully. 
He managed, howevor, to stand up under 
the blows until the call of time saved him 
from a fall. 

Nineteenth round—Jackson succeeded in 
geiting McAuliffe against the ropes, where 
he again rained biows on his head, but 
failed to getakneckdown. Mae did very 
Jittle but make an attempt to defend him- 


self. 

Twentieth round—Jackson got in a dozen 
terrific blows in rapid succession, and kept 
the big man mcving all over the ring. 

Twenty-first round—MeAuliffe came up 
atthe call of time, looking considerably 
He led 
out several times, but seemed unable to 
reach Jackson. 

Twenty-second round—Jackson struck 
McAuliffe a terrible biow in the mouth, 
which he followed up with three others. 
McAuliffe began to stagger, and was over 
the ropes when time was called.” | 

Twenty-third round—Jaekson foreed Mc- 
Auliffe from one corner to another, and 
struck him several savage biows in the face, 
which caused biood to flow freely. | 

Twenty-fourth reund—Jackson rushed 


the fighting very hard, and placed several | 


smashing blows on the Californian’s face, 
He again got him in a corner and sent in 
three terrific blows, the last of which 
caught Mae squarely in the mouth and sent 
him down in a heap in the corner. 

Ten seconds were counted off. but the 
Californian failed to rise, and amid great 
cheering on the part of the spectators Jack- 
son was declared the winner. Mac was 
carried to his corner by his seconds and re- 
vived in a moment. 


THE HORTICULTURISTS. 


Monthly Meeting of the State Societr 
at San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Dec. 28.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The State Horticultural 
Society held its monthly meeting this 
afternoon. The discussion on the subject 
of subirrigation was continued. Several 
persons were proposed for membership, 
after which the subject of dried fruits for 
the Paris Exposition was brought up and 
some samples condemned. 

Leonard Coates of Napa, speaking on 
pipe-drainage, commended the plan of 
building a pond on some property, and let- 
ting allthedrainsrun into it, the water 
escaping by evaporition. Prof. Hilgard 
said that in tunis State, where there is a 
light rainfall compared with pirts east, 
where melted snow also adds to the soil’s 
moisture, there is also less need for large 
pipes. In his judgmenta three-inch pipe 
was large enough for all general purposes. 
Tile drainage will improve adobe more than 
most soils. Residents of ‘Tulare and coun- 
ties where there is a deep light soil use the 
seepage from draining or irrigation ditches 
to the injury of adjoining property, and 
this is a matter that will in time come up 
fur consideration in the southern counties. 

Gilbert Tompkins of San Lorenzo figured 
that land can be drained here at a cust of 
$55 an acre by using three-incb pipe.
